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Introduction 



In an attempt to determine the extent to which three frequently 

DISCUSSED AND SOMETIMES CONTROVERSIAL SUBJECTS HAVE BECOME PART OF THE 
CURRICULUM IN SCHOOL DISTRICTS IN SOUTHEASTERN MICHIGAN, A FOUR COUNTY 
SURVEY WAS RECENTLY COMPLETED BY THE INFORMATION SERVICE OF THE ASSIST 

Center. Ninety-seven public and three parochial central office school 

DISTRICTS (see APPENDIX A) WERE SENT A COVER LETTER AND QUESTIONNAIRE (sEE 

Appendix b) requesting brief information about programs in Sex Education, 
Black Studies and drug Abuse. The need for this information became ap- 
parent through the frequent requests received by Action Line at the ASSIST 
Center. The survey was suggested by Mrs. Beatrice Katz, Resource 
Specialist for Information Service. 

One hundred central offices were contacted and through the efforts 
of Mrs. Laura Thomas, of the ASSIST Center Information Service, who 

SENT FOLLOW-UP FORMS, MADE NUMEROUS TELEPHONE CALLS, AND PREPARED THE 
MANUSCRIPT, NINETY-SIX PERCENT OF THE OFFICES CONTACTED SUPPLIED USABLE 
DATA. 

The report THAT follows is in three parts so THAT THE INFORMATION IT 
CONTAINS CAN BE USED COLLECTIVELY OR SEPARATELY BY CURRICULUM AREA. THE 
TABLES AND PAGES WHICH WILL BE NUMBERED CONSECUTIVELY AND MIGHT OTHERWISE 
CAUSE SOME CONFUSION, REFLECT THIS DUAL-PURPOSE DISSEMINATION USE. 

IT IS SUGGESTED THAT THOSE DISTRICTS WHO ARE ACTIVELY INVOLVED OR ARE

LIKEWISE, 
THE OTHER TV/O SUBJECT AREAS MAY ALSO BE INCORPORATED AS UNITS, CHAPTERS,
